as to whether we believe in constitutional proliibilioh or not, 
or whether our personal liberties are interfered with. The 
point is, are we going to obey the laws or not?" 


This is a good point, but not a new one. The question for 


many years has been whether we. were going to obey, the laws

answered in the negative. Not only have the liquor laws been 
broken with impunily in;all parts of the country, bul the same 
is to.be said of many'othcr.;h\v,'s.
